— As  it  was  intiniated  in 
my  last  report,  that  the  people  wished,  and  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  Church  might  rcipiin-,  I  should  di  - 
vote  half  of  my  time  to  Dexter,  so  have  1  done. 
The  number  attiuiding  Church  has  considerably 
increased.  Dur  only  |»Iacc  of  worship  is  a  room 
in  a  private  house,  which  is  changed  from  one  to 
miotlier,  as  circumstances  require.  This  is  atteiuleil 
with  so  much  inconvenience,  that  the  ^  estry  have 
lately  met  and  adopted  the  following  resolution, 
viz: — ‘that  it  is  expedient  to  attempt  the  erection 
of  a  small  room,  or  chapel,  ot  sutlicient  dimensions 
to  accommodate  lor  the  pri'sent  the  congn-gation 
of  St.  John’s  Church.’  The  size  of  the  proposed 
building  will  not  exceed  36  by  24  feet — which 
when  finished,  it  is  estimated  will  cost  here  be¬ 
tween  six  and  seven  hundred  dollars ;  not  more 
than  two  or  three  hundred  of  which  can  possible 
be  raised  here  this  year.  The  remaiiuhT,  in  part 
at  least,  we  hope  to  get  through  the  liberality  of 
fioine  Churches  abroad  ;  encouragement  to  that 
efiect  having  already  been  received  iVcun  one 
C'hurch.  •  Two  lots  in  the  village,  containing  near¬ 
ly  an  acre,  have  been  liberally  tendered  to  the  Ves¬ 
try  as  a  site  for  the  building.

“Here  neither  is  there  any  sure  and  sufiiciently 
commodious  place  of  worship ;  there  being  no 
other  thiin  the  district  school-house,  which  is  occu- 
pidc  at  ditl'erent  times  by  three  or  four  denomina¬ 
tions.

The  proprietor  of  the  |)art  of  tin-  village 
where  wc  wish  to  locate  it,  has  generously  promis¬ 
ed  us  a  beautiful  site  for  the  purpose.  Hut  in  this 
wc  are  not  at  all  sanguine  of  success,  uidess  we 
can  obtain  some  assistance  from  abroad,  timugh 
to  succeed  would  be  the  most  likely  way  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  Church  [icrmanently  in  this  place. 

“From  the  7th  to  the  11th  of  .January,  1  was  at 
Tccutnseh.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hury  h.ad  been  in¬ 
vited  to  make  them  a  visit,  but  being  prevented  by 
ill  health,  he  n'quested  me  to  go,  and  I  am  very 
happy  in  having  «lone  so,  for  I  found  the  [irospects 
of  establishing  the  Church  there  far  better  than 
when  1  visited  the  place  last  spring.  'I'Im!  num¬ 
ber  who  would  now  support,  and  «b»  earnestly  de¬ 
sire  the  services  of  the  Church,  has  much  increas¬ 
ed  by  emigration  and  other  causes.  Dr.  (i., 
lately  from  New- York,  not  knowing  at  first  that 
any  in  the  place  favoured  the  Church,  immediately 
commenced  holding  service  regularly  m  his  fami¬ 
ly  on  Sundays.  This  had  tho  effect  of  soon  call¬ 
ing  forth  the  feelings  and  sentiments  of  others,  and 
happily  resulted  in  his  being  requested  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  his  neighbours  to  take  the  lead  in  their  de¬ 
votions,  and  for  the  future  to  pr-rform  the  servic(>s 
in  a  commodious  school-room. 

“I  preached  twice  on  Sunday,  and  though  there 
was  only  a  part  of  Saturday  to  give  notice,  the 
house  was  crowded  to  overflowing,  and  it  was 
said,  that  at  least  fifty  persons  who  had  conm,  and 
were  on  their  way  to  Church,  were  obliged  to  n 
turn  home  again  for  want  of  room.  I  promised 
to  visit  them  as  often  as  possible,  ami  to  use  mv 
'endeavours  with  Mr.  O’Hrien  and  his  people,  to 
have  him  officiate  at  Tecumseh  one  fourth  of  his 
time ;  hoping  that  Mr.  Hury’s  health  would  en¬ 
able  him  and  me  to  make  up  another  fourth,  so 
that  they  might  have  preaching  half  of  the  time. 

“On  Tuesday  evening  after,  I  again  preached 
in  the  same  place,  and  on  the  next  night  at  Clin 
ton,  five  miles  on  my  way  home.  The  interme¬ 
diate  time  was  mostly  spent  in  visiting  difli'n  nt 
families  in  the  vicinity,  who  had  formerly  been 
more  or  less  attendants  on  our  services,  or  who 
now  wished  to  become  acquainted  with  them, 
numbi'r  of  Prayer  Hooks  and  tracts  I  carried, 
were  disposed  of,  and  I  felt  a  great  regret  that  I 
had  no  more  small  treatises  to  distribute  among 
the  anxious  and  inquiring.  It  seemed  to  me  tluU 
the  circulation  of  such  as  give  plain  and  ilireet  in¬ 
struction  on  tho  distinctive  jirineiples  and  usages 
of  our  Churcli,  w  ould  be  the  most  hki  ly  method 


letters  have  been  written  to  three  congregations  in 
New-York  state,  whereby  wchopi*  to<>btain  in  do¬ 
nations  $200  or  $300  more  ;  and  should  w  e  not 
be  disappointeil,  we  think  the  same  amount  could 
be  obtained  in  Ypsilanti,  which,  with  $200  more 
obtained  abroad,  would  enable  us  to  erect  one  of 
equal  size  there  also.  We  have  not  yet  hi'ard  the 
result  of  our  application,  and  it  is  feared,  that 
shuuhl  the  congregations  be  now  left  destitute  of 
preaching,  not  only  would  the  subscription  at  Dex¬ 
ter  not  be  collected,  but  even  the  money  re¬ 
ceived  from  New-York,  whatever  it  might  amount 
to,  wouhl  nut  be  laid  out. 

“'J'he  last  of  February,  I  again  visited  Teciiin- 
seh,  anil  spent  the  Sabbath,  when  I  preached 
twice,  and  held  a  third  service  at  (Minton,  five 
miles  on  my  xvay  home.  The  prospects  of  esta¬ 
blishing  the  Chureh  there  hail  not  at  all  diminished 
since  my  previous  visit.  Hut  they  greatly  desire 
and  need  regular  clerical  services;  and  we  hopi 
it  w  ill  be  in  some  way  possible  for  a  missionary 
soon  to  be  sent  there.” 

“Easter  Sunday,  IMr.  O’Hrien  assisted  me  at 
V  psilanti,  thiity  miles  from  his  Parish,  where  I  ad¬ 
ministered  the  communion  the  second  time  to  twen¬ 
ty-three  persons,  liftei  n  of  w  hom  received  it  as 
members  of  tho  Episcopal  Church.  The  servi¬ 
ces  were  numerously  attended,  and  very  solemn 
many  being  very  much  affected  who  were  in  no 
w  ise  connected  with  the  C'hnreh.  This  circuin- 
stancc',  together  with  the  number  who  came  to  tlie 
liord’s  table,‘gave  evidence  that  the  Chureh  needs 
only  to  Ik:  know  n  in  order  to  recommend  herself 
to  the  consciences  and  affections  of  the  people 
And  we  cuubl  not  but  be  encouraged  to  hopi 
greater  th  ngs  in  future,  when  we  recollect  that 
eighteen  months  ago,  when  I  first  preached 
Ypsilanti,  tliere  was  but  a  .*i«g/e  person  belonging 
to  the  place  who  could  alone  and  unassisted  find 
his  place,  and  join  in  the  responses. 

“  riie  .Sunday  after  Easter,  which  is  next  .Sun 
day,  I  am  to  spend  at  Monroe,  for  the  purpose  of 
administeiing  tlie  communion,  Mr.  O’Hrien  being 
yet  but  in  Deacon’s  Orders.  'I’he  Church 
Monroe  is  prospering  to  the  full  extent  of  what 
could  bo  reasonable  expected.  They  have,  I  un¬ 
derstand,  already  raised  about  $1500  by  subscrip¬ 
tion  for  building  a  Chureh,  which  is  greatly  need¬ 
ed,  and  must  be  built,  if  we  hope  to  have  our  Zion, 
in  that  flourishing  village  and  very  important  se¬ 
ction  of  country,  take  tho  stand  and  be  productive 
of  as  much  good  as  it  is  capable.  The  contracts 
are  already  made  for  laying  out  the  full  amount 
raised,  and  the  work  actualhj  begun.  Hut  .thev 
need  $700  or  $S00  more  to  complete  the  building, 
and  yet  they  h.ave  exhausted  all  their  means,  and 
will  be  obliged  to  solicit  this  amount  from  our 
brethren  abroad.  And  I  do  sincerely  pray  that 
Mr.  O’Hrien  may  be  succe.ssful  in  the  mission 
eastward,  which  lie  is  about  to  take  for  that  pur- 
pose.  Hut,  dear  sir,  when  Mr.  O’Hricn  has  obtain¬ 
ed  the  sum  mentioned  above,  if  there  is  any  thing 
more  to  be  obtained  in  I’hiladelphia,  (which  city, 
I  understand,  he  intends  visiting,)  I  do  beg  and 
pray  that  something  may  be  sent  to  my  parishe.s, 
if  it  bi>  no  more  than  lOtf  or  260,  or  even  .50  dol¬ 
lars,  to  assi.-.t  us  ill  the  erection  of  two  small  cha¬ 
pels,  which  are  not  for  show  or  popularity,  but  for 
our  absolute  necessities.  Can  you  not  in  soino 
way  send  us  enough  from  I’hiladelphia,  just  to 
encourage  us  here  to  hold  on  and  preservere  in  the 
good  cause  ?’’

tion,  and  wa.s  easily  firreed,  being  only  fastened  by 
a  small  button.  From  the  trunk  they  had  taken  a 
few  articles  of  clothing,  though  it  was  full  of  ar¬ 
ticles  of  dress,  but  tlicy  W’<‘n;  of  no  value  to  the 
robbers,  us  the  could  not  be  disposed  of  here,  w  ith¬ 
out  immediate  detection — no  one  using  such  ar¬ 
ticles  but  ourselves.  They  had  tried  every  lock 
in  the  room  without  effect,  except  the  desk  and 
trunk.  M'hey  had  thrown  upon  the  fire  for  fuel, 
the  two  chairs,  which  were  half  consumed,  and  a 
small  box  of  car|)enter’s  tools,  and  a  bench,  which 
w!us  entirely  destroyed  ;  the  iron  parts  of  the  tools 
were  lying  below  in  the  magazine.  The  fire  was 
discovered  by  a  servant  girl  of  Mrs.  R’s,  who  was 
arous4>d  earlier  than  usual  by  one  of  our  neighbors, 
who  wished  to  borrow  something,  and  she  was 
obliged  to  go  into  the  magazine  below  the  study  to 
get  it.  On  opening  the'door,  she  saw  the  fire  ly¬ 
ing  on  the  earthen  fToof  and  falling  from  above. 
She  perceived  that  the  rriom  above  was  all  on  fire. 
Without  awakening  tho  family,  she  took  the  pre 
caution  first  to  o|>cn  the  room  door  which  was 
locked,  and  to  extinguish  the  fire,  and  then  gave 
the  alarm.  You  may  easily  conceive  what  were 
our  emotions  ;  I  leave  you  to  judge.  The  hand 
of  (lod  was  remarkably  visible  in  the  whole  mat¬ 
ter  :  the  circumstance  of  the  girl’s  going  at  an  unu¬ 
sual  hour  to  that  part  of  the  house  wh<‘re  her  or¬ 
dinary  duties  iron/d  not  have  called  her,  which  led 
to  the  discovery  of  the  fire ;.  the  precaution  the 
thieves  had  taken  to  conceal  the  light  by  shutting 
closely  all  the  windows  when  they  left,  by  which 
the  fire  wa.s  preveiiteit'"fVofn  making  more  rapid 
progress  ;  the.  stiqiidityof  the  assassins  in  making 
use  of  wood  for  fuel,  instead  of  books  and  tracts 
of  which  the  room  was  fill,  (more  than  a  thousand 
of  the  latter  lay  unbound  not  more  than  three  feet 
from  the  .'ire !)  their  leaving  a  woollen  carpet  on 
the  middle  of  the  floor,  which  it  ap|M:ar.s  arre.sti  d 
the  progress  of  the  fire,  or  retarded  it  very  much  ; 
and  many  other  circumstance.**,  were  also  con¬ 
vincing  proofs,  thut“  if  the  Lord  had  not  been  on 
our  side,  wIhui  im  n  rose  up  against  us,  they  had 
swallowed  us  up  quickly.”  The  room  which  had 
been  set  on  fire,  adjoins  the  sleeping  apartment  of 
Mrs.  Rob«‘rtson,  and  is  se|>nrted  from  it  by  a  thin 
plaster  wall,  the  whole  side  of  which,  in  this  .said 
room,  is  covered  with  Mr.  R’s  books.  Had  the 
lire  been  built  on  the  sale  near  tliat  wall,  or  had  it 
spread  until  it  reached  any  part  of  this  combustible 
matter,  in  one  half  hour  the  house  would  have  been 
in  ruins.  Mrs,  R’s  bed  stands  against  the  opposite 
side  of  this  partition.  ^  Who  can  say  whether  one 
of  them  would  have  escaped  the  devouring  ele¬ 
ment?  The  mother, 'Sic  children,  the  babe  of 
four  moths  old,  and  the  women  servants,  (for  there 
was  not  a  man  in  the  house  but  myself  and  one 
male  servant  who  sle|*t  in  another  part  of  the  house 
at  some  distance  from  the  .ccene,)  would  in  all  prob¬ 
ability  have  ■perishod^.the  wind  was  very  high,  it 
was  midnight,  and  ui)99pg  ruins  of  Athens'.*'

Our  Missionaries  at  .Athens  have  the  even  tenor 
of  their  course  disturbed  by  an  incident  of  an 


alarming  character,  though,  through  the  good nqss  called  upon,  in  conformity  to  a  Turkish 


of  (iod,  tlu'y  have  sustained  no  injury.  We  le.arn 
from  letters  recently  received,  that  the  house  occu- 
j)ied  by  the  missionary  families  was  broken  into 
on  the  night  before  (Jood-Friday  by  thieves,  who, 
after  plundering  some  articles,  attempted  to  des¬ 
troy  it  by  fire.  We  have  before  us  an  interesting 
U  tter  from  the  Rev.  .1.  H.  Him,  to  the  Rev'.  Dr. 
Hf.nsii AW,  ile.scribing  the  circumstances  of  this 
event,  from  which  we  are  permitted  to  make  some 
extracts  for  the  information  of  4»ur  rcadesr  Hc- 
fore  we  proceed,  it  w  ill  be  well  to  remark  that  tin* 
robbers  were  discovered  and  confessed  thr  ir  crime. 
They  were  two  in  numb(‘r  ;  one  named  Theodore, 
who  had  been  dismissed  from  the  employment  of 
Mr  Robertson  about  two  months  previous  to  the 
robbery,  and  an  accomplice.  Both  these  men  arc 
stated  by  Mr.  Hill  to  bo  “  a/rmig-cr*,  not  born  in 
(Jreece,”  the  former  being  from  I’on.stantinoplc, 
where  he  was  brought  up,  and  the  latter  a  native 
of  CUrrfu.  \\  c  are  anxious  to  bring  these  facts  be¬ 
fore  our  readers,  in  order  to  remove  at  onee  any 
unfavourable  impressions  which  might  otherwise 
be  produc»*d  towards  the  inhabitants  of  Athens, 
who  have  at  all  times  proved  themselves,  lus  will 
be  seen  from  our  quotations,  worthy  of  tlie  good 
opinion  entertaiiu'd  of  them  by  the  Missionaries. 
AAe  now  proceed  to  our  extract  from  Mr.  Hill’s 
letter. 

“  In  the  absence  of  Brother  Robert. son,  anil  at 
the  request  of  your  si.stcr,  I  have  undertaken  to 
give  you,  and  through  you,  all  our  friends,  a  mi¬ 
nute  account  of  the  late  wonderful  preservation  ot 
our  lives  from  destruction.  On  the  morning  of 
(Jood-Friday,  we  were  awakeneil  by  the  V4»ice  ot 
Mrs.  Hobertson  calling  upon  me  cjmiestly  to  rise, 
— that  our  lives  had  been  exposed  to  very  great 
danger,  and  that  she  needed  my  advice  immedi¬ 
ately.  Mero.soand  hastened  to  the  part  of  the 
house  occupied  by  Mr.  R’s  family.  \  number  of 
our  neighbours  had  already  assembled  in  thestmlv, 
upon  entering  which  w  hat  a  scene  was  pre.sente/l ! 
'I'he  various  articles  of  furniture  were  in  the  great¬ 
est  confusion.  A  large  part  of  a  wollen  caqui 
and  a  straw  matt  was  consumi'd  by  tire,  and  a 
space  of  about  four  feet  square  biirneil  through, 
together  with  tho  beams,  diseovering  the  cellar 
below  ;  two  chairs,  more  than  half  consumed,  lay 
on  the  floor ;  a  bureau  "f  mah“ganv  was  scorched

“  The  inilignation  of  the  people  of  .Athens  is  ex¬ 
treme,  and  their  anxiety  to’  wipe  oil'  this  disgrace 
from  their  city  is  very  great.  A  multitude  of  ev¬ 
ery  class  have  been  to  view  the  room,  and  one 
univer.sal  expression  of  horror  at  thi.s  base  crime 
has  been  manifi-sted.  How  often  have  we  heard 
them  say  on  seeing  the  exact  state  of  the  case, 
‘  CJIory  be  to  (Jod  wlio  idone  preserved  you  :’ 
‘  The  Lord  preservi-th  them  that  fear  Him  :’  ‘what 
basene.ss  .’  ‘  AVhat  vileness :’  ‘  AA'e  are  ashamed 
that  our  benefactors  should  siift’er ;  but  they  were 
not  Athenians ; 'they  were  not  even  Greeks  who 
did  it;  vile  foreigners,’  &.c.  &c. 

“  I  fear  you  will  not  have  patience  with  this  very 
minute  detail.  Rut  as  I’  supposed  you  and  all  our 
friends  would  naturally  wish  to  hear  the  whole 
matter  at  once,  and  at  "Mrs.  R’s  particular  re¬ 
quest,  I  have  lieon  thus  iWlrticular.  To  those  who 
in  our  country  are  so  rea4ly  to  cry  out  against  the 
Gri’ek.s,  this  w  ill  be  ii.sei!  as  an  additional  argu¬ 
ment  to  prove  their  worthlessness  and  how  idle  it 
is  to  expect  to  do  any  good  among  such  a  people, 
ilc.  Of  all  the  countrii^'s  in  th<-  world,  it  .seems  to 
me  that  (Jrecce  unhappily  is  looked  upon  by  many 
abroail  as  the  Country  where  wc  are  to  look  for 
immaculate  purity,  in.sti'sd  of  making  every  allow¬ 
ance  for  their  long  oppression  and  cruel  slavery. 
A  residence  of  a  year  ami  mare  among  them,  and 
the  frequent  voyages  -I  ‘  have  made  among  the 
islands,  itc.  convinces'me  more  and  more  of  the 
justice  of  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Post  on  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  (J reeks  in  his  ‘A’isit  to  (Jrecce.’  I  re¬ 
fer  you  to  the  volume,  not  having  time  to  enlarge 
on  this  point.  The  crime  of  which  these  men 


this  people,  if  crime  is  unknown  in  our  own  coun¬ 
try  ?  and  particularly  the  crime  of  arson  and  rob¬ 
bery  ?  I  w’ould  ask,  if  the  instances  are  so  rare, 
that  when  a  case  occurs,  the  whole  community 
should  feel  horror  struck?  and  the  magistrates 
think  it  expdient  to  make  a  formal  disclaimer  in 
behalf  of  their  fellow  citizens,  and  to  express  their 
indignation  against  such  crime,  and  their  sympathy 
for  the  paties  injured  ?  And  finally  I  would  a.'^k, 
whether  wc  have  any  more  licence  to  sin  in  the 
United  States,  because  we  enjoy  greater  light,  and 
have  greater  privilege.**,  political,  civil  and  religious 
than  the  poor  Greeks  ? 

\Ve  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  Missionaries 
entertained  no  apprehensions  for  the  future.  A  I 
letter  from  Mrs.  RobcTtson  to  a  friend  in  this 
country,  dated  nearly  a  month  after  the  facts  de¬ 
tailed  by  Mr.  Hill,  atl'ords  ground  for  the  belief 
that  they  felt  themselves  to  lie  in  perfect  security 
and  happiness,  notw  ithstanding  the  outrage — as  the 
letter  contains  not  the  slightest  allu.sion  to  it. 
We  learn  from  the  same  source  from  which  this 
intelligence  i.s  derived,  that  Mr.  Robertson  return¬ 
ed  to  Athens  from  Smyrna  in  the  United  States, 
ship  Concord.  In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have 
some  intelligence  respecting  the  schools  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  Mission,  iicc.  which  we  are  obliged  to 
defer  for  the  pre.sent.

CIIURCII  MUSIC. 

I  was  very  glad,  Mr.  Editor,  to  perceive  in  a  re¬ 
cent  number  of  tho  AVatchman  that  you  have 
called  the  attention  of  the  public  and  the  clergy  es¬ 
pecially,  to  the  psalmody  of  the  C'hurch.  Of  the 
eminent  fitness  of  music  in  tho  public  worship  of 
God  as  a  mean  of  grace,  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
and  its  use  being  enjoined  by  the  Church,  it  be¬ 
comes  a  matter  of  deep  interest  to  all.  AVhatcver 
concerns  the  worship  of  God  can  never  be  a  matter 
of  indirt'erence  to  the  Christian,  even  in  matters 
which  relate  purely  to  the  orderly  conduct  of  the 
worship,  much  more  in  those  which  form  a  con¬ 
stituent  part  of  the  public  services  of  the  sanctua¬ 
ry.  It  has  long  been  a  subject  lamented  by  the 
Christian  community  that  so  little  attention  should 
be  paid  by  the  clergy  to  the  music  of  the  public 
worship.  In  many  parts  of  the  country  the  whole 
matter  is  left  to  the  clerk  and  a  select  body  of  the 
youth  of  the  congregation  who  arc  emphatically 
called  “  the  singers” — it  being  the  business  of  no- 
bmly  else  to  conduct  or  join  in  this  part  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  worship  of  (Jod.  Indeed  so  unconcerned  upon 
this  .subject  have  many  congregations  become,  that 
it  is  no  easy  matter  to  persuade  them  that  it  is  any 
part  of  their  duty  to  join  in  the  music  of  the 
Church.  They  seem  to  consider  their  duty  as 
done,  when  they  find  the  pa.s.sagcs  to  be  chanted 
or  sung  in  their  Prayer  book.s,  and  keep  said  books 
open  until  the  conclusion  of  the  chant  or  hynin. 
VVilhout  saying  any  thing  more  of  the  continued 
and  increasing  neglect  of  this  part  of  the  public 
worship  of  (JikI,  I  will  only  a.sk  the  leader  to  note 
the  behaviour  of  some  congregations  during  sing¬ 
ing  or  chanting.  Many  jieople  content  them¬ 
selves  Avith  liKiking  steadfastly  on  the  words  so 
chanted — many  more  with  merely  opening  their 
prayer  books,  and  all  leave  the  public  praises  to  a 
biMly  of  singers  who  perhaps  would  chant  a  part  of 
AVebster’s  Dictionary  with  the  same  feelings  as  any 
part  of  our  service.  And  this  is  called  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  God.  Ought  these  things  so  to  be  ? 

In  seeking  remedies  for  the  existing  state  of 
things  in  the  Church,  for  the  coldness  and  criminal 
neglect  of  some  among  us  to  the  music  of  praise, 
I  am  aware  that  wc  should  first  feel  its  importance 
in  our  mind.s — study  its  rise  and  perceive  its  fitness 
anil  utility  in  the  public  worship.  On  this  point  I 
leave  the  reader  to  his  own  reflections,  and  will  on¬ 
ly  suggest  what  just  now  occur  to  me  as  |)erma- 
nent  ri'iiiedies. 

1.  Let  Sacred  .Music  form  a  constituent  part  of 
the  course  of  theological  studies  of  every  candi¬ 
date  for  orders.  Luther  strongly  recommends 
this,  and  though  the  reader  may  .suppose  that  un¬ 
due  importance  is  given  to  it.  I  am  satisfied  that 
ho  will  think  otherwise  on  a  careful  examination 
of  the  subject.  I  place  this  ns  the  first  remedy, 
lu'cause  w  hatever  the  minister  neglects,  the  people 
will,  of  course,  slight  if  not  despise.  If  he  love 
not  music,  no  matter ;  let  him  remedy  his  misfor¬ 
tune  by  all  the  means  which  in  the  exercise  of  a 
sound  di.scretion  he  can  command. 

2.  Let  the  choir  be  composed  of  a  few,  very 
few  good  voices,  properly  attuned  and  harmonised 
and  impress  upon  the  people  the  idea  that  these 
are  merely  the  precentors  or  lenders  of  the  congre¬ 
gation.  The  devotion  of  heaven  it  has  been  well 
.said  is  the  devotion  of  society,  and  so  the  inspired 
volume  tells  us  is  its  music,  and  I  know  of  nothing 
which  can  so  soon  impress  the  soul  with  feelings 
of  devotion,  as  the  united  voices  of  a  congrega¬ 
tion  in  the  music  of  praise. 

3.  Let  the  music  l»e  plain  and  grave  in  its  char¬ 
acter,  and  well  suited  to  the  worship  of  Go<l.  No 
air  however  light  or  trifling — no  subject  however 
profane  is  now-n-days  tliought  unfit  or  improjK'r 


ship — the  psalmody  of  the  Church.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  General  Convention  w  ill  report  a  new 
version  of  the  psalms  for  use,  at  the  next  Conven¬ 
tion  in  October.  I  have  examined  their  report 
and  must  think,  that  however  sound  the  vrinripltt 
of  their  selection  might  have  been,  the  Re|Mirt  itself 
will  not  prove  satisfactory.  It  is  a  cons'idenibU 
improvement  in  the  old  version,  but  is  not  yet  what 
it  should  be.  Perhaps  I  judge  rashly,  being  well 
convinced  that  the  psalms  of  David  ought  not  upon 
principle  to  be  used  in  a  metrical  version  in  tho 
public  worshij) — but  others  who  have  examined 
this  report  pronounce  it  a  failure.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  unless  the  /angnage  of  praise  be  aftpropriate, 
in  vain  do  the  deep  diapasons  of  the  organ  inspire 
the  .soul  with  devout  feeling — in  vain  docs  the 
softest  music  thrill  through  the  heart,  and  dispo.so 

it  to  the  love  and  service  of  our  common  Father _ 

the  language  falls  gratingly  upon  the  ( ar,  and  the 
thoughts  arc  fixed  to  earth  when  they  should  bo 
souring  to  heaven. 

I  cannot  but  hope  that  this  subject  will  hefrufter 
receive  more  attention  than  it  has  hiiherto  done. 
If  men  would  but  rightly  consider  it.s  importanco 
— its  eminent  fitness  as  a  medium  of  devotion,  and 
as  an  auxiliary  of  the  [uiblic  worship  given  us  bv  the 
Creator  and  enjoined  by  his  Church,  there  would 
be  less  inditference  to  its  use  and  more  horror  at 
its  frequent  abuse,  than  is  practised  by  many 
among  us.  It  is,  says  a  distinguished  man  out  of 
our  C  hurch,  a  great  and  worthy  object  to  the  un¬ 
derstanding  of  man  ;  it  is  wonderful  in  itself;  and 
in  its  proper  and  best  use  may  be  reckoned  among 
the  several  means  of  grace  which  God  in  his 
abundant  goodness  has  vouchsafed  to  his  Church.

The  1 1  th  was  an  uncomfortable,  rainy  day tho 
first  w  c  have  had  in  Attica,  AVe  sjicnt  the  greater 
part  of  it  in  reading  the  Persai,  (w  hich  I  have  read 
twice,)  and  find  Aschyrus  in  his  own  country  by 
no  means  so  difficult  as  we  had  before  imagined. 
His  subjects  and  his  treatment  of  them  are  dark 
and  w  ild  ;  his  w  ords  paint  bis  ideas  in  the  strong¬ 
est  colors — the  mind,  for  instance,  feare  and  is 
“  covered  with  a  black  garment.”  He  is  Shake- 
sphere  in  Macbeth. — .Amused  the  evnning  with 
some  of  the  dclightlul  stories  of  the  poetical  He- 
rodius.  Y'esterday  we  walked  with  Henthylos  to 
a  village  called  Chalnndri  passing  Anchesmous 
and  through  .Ampelokipi,  or  garden  of  vines,  as  itia 
now  sometimescalled.  Laurels, olives,  and  almond 
trees;  somcof the  latterarefourorlivc  centuries  okl 
occupied  a  great  part  of  the  way.  AA'e  .ipproached 
near  Mt.  Hymettus,  and  entered  the  village  sili>- 
ated  at  its  foot,  where  the  first  object  that  met  out 
eyes  was  a  Pcntelic  monk,  who  is  called  from  the 
cloister  Mendeli  “  holy  mendeliotc”  w  hen  arWres- 
sed.  He  assured  us  that  nothing  was  now  to  be 
found  at  Mendeli  but  thieves,  who  take  people  up 
into  the  mountains,  and  confine  them  until  they 
pay  a  ransom.  F’or  this  reason  we  shall  not  b«! 
able  to  visit  either  Hymettus  or  Penteli,  and  I  fear 
not  even  Marathon.  AA'e  now  entered  the  house 
of  the  priest  w  hich  consisted  of  one  room  with  the 
ground  for  a  floor.  A  dish  of  milk  such  as  I  hare 
seldom  ta.sted  was  brought  us  fresh  from  the  sheep. 
It  was  richer  and  more  delicious  than  cow’s  milk. 
As  we  sat  on  the  carpets  and  mats  spread  before 
us  on  the  ground,  the  huge  Mendeliotc  in  the  op¬ 
posite  corner  took  out  a  coffee  machine,  and  in  m 
few  moments  ground  and  prepared  the  eofTee. 
The  wife  of  the  priest  placed  a  large  round  tin 
platter;  raised  a  foot  from  the  ground  to  servo  for 
a  table,  and  on  this  stood  our  repa.«>L  Thus  wc  sal 
erosslegged  on  the  ground  around  the  tin  table : 
the  rest  stoixl  looking  on,  or  quietly  seated,  utter¬ 
ed  now  and  then  a  word.  The  only  book  in  the 
house  was  a  breviary.  The  priest  was  dressed  ex¬ 
actly  like  tho  re**t,  in  short  broad  pantaloons  and 
jacket  of  white  wool,  and  distinguished  only  hy  a 
greyish  w  hite  beard.  One  young  priest  was  pre.s¬ 
ent  who  had  rend  with  H.  several  tragedies  of  So¬ 
phocles,  but  we  were  all  of  opinion  that  be.<iide.s 
the  copy  I  had  brought,  there  did  not  exist  another 
of  the  poet  in  all  .Attica.  How  would  the  bard 
who  told  the  story  of  Elektia  be  surprised  an*l 
grieved  should  he  now  rise  in  Attica  and  behold 
the  desolation  of  .Athens,  the  city  which  he  calls 
“honored  and  built  by  the  gods,”  He  wouM 
grieve  over  his  country’s  and  his  own  glory.  Bat 
with  what  surprise  w  ould  he  find  (hat  the  “  barba¬ 
rians''  of  Europe,  or  America  were  not  ignorant 
of  his  name,  and  listened  to  the  sweet,  the  mov¬ 
ing  Attic  harp. — The  priest’s  little  daughter,  Ma¬ 
rio,  wore  on  her  small  round  cap,  at  least  a  hun¬ 
dred  pieces  of  silver,  the  ancient  para,  which  would 
now  be  worth  three.  Could  a  picture  of  our 
whole  party,  house,  table,  pijics  and  priest  have 
been  taken,  I  can  imagine  nothing  more  amusing 
to  send  you.  AA'e  went  to  the  church — The 
AIcndeliotes  responded  to  the  priest,  and  one  of 
(he  peasants  read  w  hile  the  rest  leaning  on  their  sim¬ 
ple  stair,  chanted  after  him  as  an  actor  follows 
the  prompter,  but  I  have  never  seen  the  service 
performed  with  so  much  devotion.  In  this  vil- 
lage  is  a  white  marble  tomb,  which  has  been  con¬ 
verted  into  a  church.  It  must  have  been  built 
after  the  time  of  the  Romans,  ns  it  is  arched.  It  is 
composed  of  large  blocks  of  I’entelic  marble,  and 
has  two  entrances.  A  shower  overtook  us,  and 
after  it  passi'd  we  h.ad  an  opportunity  of  observing
